HONEYBEES AND POLLINATION 
Honeybees are good pollinators oi 
many crops because both the larvae 
and the adult are dependent upon 
nectar and pollen for their food 
Numerous visitaions are reguired by 
a single honeybee to secure a load 
of pollen or nectar. The branched | 
hairs of their bodies are particu- 
larly adapted for the collection of 
pollen.

At City Council’s budget meeting. 


several aldermen expressed opposi- 
tion to the evacuation exercises plan- 
ned by civil defence authorities for 
next September. All the population 
in the northeast quarter of the city 
will be moved out. 

The Albertan feels this test should 
be proceeded with and should receive 
the unanimous support of everyone 
concerned, The fact that public sup- 
port solicited thus far is practically 
unanimous is proof of this city’s pro- 
gressive nature, 

There are many reasons for Oo 
jecting to the test. Why should Cal- 
wary be the guinea-pig? Why not 
let some other city? Why should 
Calgary money be spent on a pro- 
ject initiated and requested by fed- 
eral authorites? How practica] will 
evacuation be in the event of an ato- 
mic attack? Is Calgary a likely tar- 
yet? And so on, 

But the reasons for the test are 
more compelling, 

No one knows how effective mass 
evacuation can be until it is tried. 
It may not be the answer to atomic 
war, but on the other hand it may 
help, Better to try it than to do 
nothing. The public may plunge 
into disorganized or unorgaized eva- 
cuation in the event of war, and 
that may be as frightful as a bomb- 
ing attack itself. The possibilities 
and limitations of organized eva- 
cuation must be known, and if Cal- 
gary is the only major city willing 
to be the guinea-pig, then so be it. 

So let’s all pitch in and do a com- 
plete job, The purpose is to gain 
informations, to see what can be 
done and what can’t be done. There- 
fore this must be as realistic as pos- 
sible, That will be the measure of 


its success,

Through The 
Study Window

The day this item appears in the 
Pioneer I shall be in Calgary, at- 
tending the meeting of the Settic- 
ment Committee and the ensuing 
meetings of the Alberta Conference. 
One of the problems of the church 


.5is the fact that there are not suffi- 


cient ministers to supply the con- 
sregations, and there will be abou. 
twenty-five places without ordained 
ministers. 

There is only one solution to this 
poblem—-a response to the call of 
God to the ministry. On each pas- 
toral charge there should be a new 
candidate for the ministry at such 
intervals as would maintain present 
supply plus necessary expansion in 
the work. Since on the average it 
takes about twenty-four years from 
date of birth of ordination, this mat- 
ter of candidates for the ministry 
is not one that can be solved in a 
matter of a year or two, It has to 
do with a lifetime attitude towards 
the ministry on the part of potential 
candidates and a corresponding at- 
titudes on the part of the congre- 
gations, 

Most of the candidates 
for the ministry should 
come from the homes of lay people. 
Actually most of them come from the 
manses and parsonages. It is the 
homes within the congegations that 
are not supplying the candidates,. It 
may very well be that the attitudes 
of parents within these homes is 
responsible for the fact that the cali 
of God is obscured. Many parents 
simply do not want to encourage 
their song or daughters to enter the 
ministry, Within some homes the 
attitude passes over from indifferent 
or negative to one wherein the mini- 
stry is ranked, in their opinion, be- 
low other “occupations.” 

A low regard for the high calling 
of the Christian ministry is one rea- 
son for the shortage. Another rea- 
son, paradoxically, is the fact that 
some people believe that the require- 
ments for the ministry are so high: 
the demands upon them s0 varicd 
and extensive, that very few cin 
meet qualifications. Thus poten- 
tial candidates may look for a posi- 
tion, job, or field of service where 
they will bind that the demands arc 
easier, the hurdles are lower, and

The Town of Under-Dog was buz- 
zing! The Provincial Government 
had been dissolved and an election 
called. Under-Dog was incorporated 
as a Town in 1907 and started as a 
station when the railway was built. 
Originally the main provincial high- 
way had passed through it but this 
wag changed by the Government 
several year's ago With the result that 
the connecting link of some two 
two miles has been a grevious source 
of loss to the business of the Town 
ever since, In the summer it it us- 
ually rough and dusty; in the win- 
ter it is always rough and at times 
snow blocked; and during the spring 
break-up it usually becomes next to 
impassable, The result is that no- 
body ever comes into Under-Dog un- 
less they have to. The Under-Dog 
Board of Trade and Chamber of 
Commerce has repeatedly taken the 
matter up with the Provincial 
Government, only to be informed 
that the Government policy is to 
connect the Towns that are by-pas- 
sed by their main highways with an 
“all-weather” road and that Under- 
Dog. along With other Towns in the 
same position, have been given just 
such a road. Under-Dog repeatedly 
points out that such a road is not 
adequate to handle the traffic, es- 
pecially ag this has lately been aug- 
mented by mail trucks,express truck, 
and more school vans, as they can 
very Well verify by their experience 
over the years, but Government pol- 
icy predominates, 

The M.L.A, for Under-Dog is a 
Mr. Sog who lives on a farm about 
ten miles from Town and is a 
Government supporter. Rumor has 
it that Mr. Sog will not be running 
again so interested citizens of Under- 
Dog have gone into a huddle. It 
is essential to their welfare that 
something be done about that roud, 
and fast. Mr, Sog had never done 
anything for Under-Dog in all the 
years he had sat in the House, cr if 
he had it has been forgotten, But 
there is a party in Under-Doy, a 
hail fellow well met, who is ready, 
willing and anxious to take the job 
over from Mr. Sog and if he does, 
so it is argued, he will see that Un- 
der-Dog gets a road; he will see that 
Under-Dog ~ceases to become the 
neglected child of the Provinciai 
Government that it has been for so 
many years. He will always have 
lots to say and will press its just 
causes! It, therefore, is expedient to 
see that this Mr. Helper gets the 
nomination as Government candi- 
date and is duly elected. It is so 
evident that this is the right pro- 
ceedure to follow that many of the 
leading citizens have even expressed 
their willingness to invest $1 in his 
political future. 

The Town of Forsight is situated 
very similarly to Under-Dog so far 
as the Highway and the connecting 
link are concerned.
